Report: Looming economic 
crises threaten a third of U.S. 

WASHINGTON | A Study released Wednes- 
day warns that at least nine big states rep- 
resenting a third of the nation’s population 
are barreling toward economic disaster, 
raising the likelihood of higher taxes, gov- 
ernment layoffs and service cuts. 

Arizona, Florida, Illinois, Michigan, 
Nevada, New Jersey, Oregon, Rhode Island 
and Wisconsin join California as those most 
at risk of fiscal calamity, according to the 
report by the Pew Center on the States. Dou- 
ble-digit budget gaps, rising unemployment, 
high home foreclosure rates and built-in bud- 
get constraints are the key reasons. 

In Arizona, the state’s financial outlook is 
so gloomy that lawmakers are contemplating 
selling the Capitol. Illinois is having trouble 
meeting its pension obligations. And Cali- 
fornia recently had to pay its bills with lOUs. 

The analysis urged lawmakers and gov- 
ernors in those states to take quick action 
to head off a wider economic catastrophe. 
“Decisions these states make as they try to 
navigate the recession will play a role in how 
quickly the entire nation recovers,” said Pew 
Center managing director Susan Urahn. (ap)

Obama pays tribute 
to military service in 
Veterans Day speech 

ARLINGTON, VA. | Onacold, rain- 
soaked Veterans Day, President 
Obama walked slowly through the 
white, stone markers at the sec- 
tion of Arlington National Cem- 
etery reserved for troops killed 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, the two 
wars he oversees as commander 
in chief. 

Obama led the nation Wednes- 
day in observing Veterans Day 
with a traditional wreath-lay- 
ing ceremony at the Tomb of the 
Unknowns at Arlington before an 
unannounced visit to the section 
reserved for those who fought in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, 

“We gather here mindful that 
the generation serving today 
already deserves a place along- 
side previous generations for the 
courage they have shown and the 
sacrifices that they have made,” 
Obama said in a brief speech, 
Obama pledged he would do right 
by all veterans and families, saying: 
“America will not let you down,”

The nation observed Veterans 
Day from remembrances at the 
nation’s capital to a New York City 
parade to ceremonies in towns 
and cities across the nation and 
overseas. 

The Veterans Day observation 
comes as Obama is on the verge of 
announcing a revamped war strat- 
egy in Afghanistan that is expected 
to include sending thousands more 
troops into that war zone. 

Before returning to the White 
House to discuss the Afghan 
strategy with his top military and 
national security advisers, Obama 
walked through Arlington’s Section 
60, where fallen troops from Iraq 
and Afghanistan are buried. 

The president stopped at the 
grave of Spc. Ross McGinnis, a 
Medal of Honor recipient who 
was killed in Iraq, before he and 
first lady Michelle Obama walked 
through the rows of white head- 
stones marking the fallen.

Brown Pelican Soars Back to Life 



After hovering near extinction for decades, the brown pelican is thriving in the U.S. 


Creature to depart 
endangered list after 
39 years of protection 

WASHINGTON | Much like its 
death- defying dives for fish, the 
brown pelican has resurfaced 
after plummeting to the brink of 
extinction. 

Interior Department officials 
on Wednesday said that they were 
taking the bird off the endangered 
species list, after a nearly four- 
decade struggle to keep the brown 
pelican population afloat. 

The bird now prevalent across 
Florida, the Gulf and Pacific 
coasts, and the Caribbean was 


declared an endangered species in 
1970, after its population — much 
like those of the bald eagle and per- 


egrine falcon — was decimated by 
the use of the pesticide DDT, The 
chemical, consumed when the 


pelican ate tainted fish, caused it 
to lay eggs with shells so thin they 
broke during incubation. 

The pelican’s recovery is largely 
due to a 1972 ban on DDT, cou- 
pled with efforts by states and 
conservation groups to protect 
its nesting sites and monitor its 
population. Interior Department 
officials said. 

“Today we can say the brown 
pelican is back,” said Interior Sec- 
retary Ken Salazar in a conference 
call with reporters in Washing- 
ton. “Once again, we see healthy 
flocks of these graceful birds fly- 
ing over our shores. The brown 
pelican is endangered no longer,”

Afghan Warlords in Power 


BODY OF U.S. PARATROOPER 


International pressure 
mounts for Karzai to 
reform government 

KABULI Warlords helped drive the 
Russians from Afghanistan, then 
shelled Kabul into ruins in a bloody 
civil war after the Soviets left. 

Now they are back in positions 
of power, in part because the U.S. 
relied on them in 2001 to help 
oust the Taliban after the Sept. 11 
attacks. President Hamid Karzai 
later reached out to them to shore 
up his own power base as America 
turned its attention to Iraq after 
the Taliban’s rout. 

With the Taliban resurging, the 
entrenched power of the warlords 
is complicating Karzai’s promises 
to rid his new government of cor- 
ruption and cronies, steps seen as 
critical to building support among 
Afghans against the insurgents. 


FOUND IN AFGHAN RIVER 

^ Military divers have found the 
body of a U.S. paratrooper who 
disappeared last week along with 
another soldier as the two tried to 
retrieve airdropped aid from a river 
in western Afghanistan, NATO said.

Two of Karzai’s vice presidents 
— Mohammed Qasim Fahim and 
Karim Khalili — are ex-warlords. 
His outgoing military adviser, 
Abdul Rashid Dostum, has been 
accused of overseeing the suffoca- 
tion deaths of up to 2,000 Taliban 
prisoners during the 2001 U.S.- 
led invasion. 


The term “warlord” is applied 
to the commanders of the Afghan 
resistance who fell out with each 
other after the defeat of the Sovi- 
ets. They see themselves as patriots 
who defend their people in areas 
of the country where the govern- 
ment has little or no control. 

Karzai sought support from 
those branded as warlords to bol- 
ster his weak power base, win re- 
election and build alliances with 
ethnic groups. He has defended 
those ties publicly. 

But international pressure is 
mounting on Karzai to rid his gov- 
ernment of corruption. 

Last week, Kai Eide, the U.N. 
mission chief in Afghanistan, sug- 
gested time was running out. “We 
can’t afford any longer a situation 
where warlords and power brokers 
play their own games,” he said. “We 
have to have ... significant reform.”

Crowds mark Arafaf s 
death; Abbas stands 
by plan to leave offiee 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I The tens 
of thousands of Palestinians who 
thronged Yasser Arafat’s grave 
Wednesday to mark the fifth anni- 
versary ofhis death had a lot more to 
mourn than just their late leader. 

Arafat’s dream of an indepen- 
dent state seems as distant as ever 
with the Palestinian government 
in deep crisis and the rival Hamas 
cementing its hold on Gaza. Ara- 
fat’s successor. President Mah- 
moud Abbas, appears to have hit 
a dead end, and the Palestinians 
are at a loss as to how to find a way 
out of the morass. 

Abbas took office with great 
promise after Arafat’s death five 
years ago. But he is so fed up with 
the lack of progress that he has 


vowed to step down, something 
that could bring the collapse of 
the Palestinian government. He 
says he cannot restart peace talks 
with Israel until the Jewish state 
stops building settlements in areas 
where the Palestinians hope to 
establish their future state. 

“We did what was required of 
us and carried out our obligations 
and gave peace a historic precious 
chance,” Abbas said at a memorial 
service, surrounded by supporters. 
“But we see Israel taking land and 
building settlements.” 

Abbas said he would stick to his 
decision to leave politics after Jan- 
uary elections, despite pleas from 
world leaders to remain in office. 
He chastised the international 
community for failing to force the 
Israelis to honor their past pledges 
to stop settlement. 

“This is ... the use of double 
standards,” he said, (ap)

Brazil: Weather 
Caused Blackouts 


Energy minister says 
electrical problem left 
60 million in the dark 

RIO DE JANEIRO I Heavy rain and 
strong wind caused blackouts that 
left nearly a third of Brazilians — 
60 million people — in the dark, 
officials said Wednesday as they 
scrambled to restore confidence in 
the country’s infrastructure before 
soccer’s 2014 World Cup and Rio’s 
2016 Olympics. 

The weather made transformers 
on a vital high-voltage transmission 
line short-circuit, Brazil’s energy 
minister said. Two other transmis- 
sion lines also went down as part 
of a safety mechanism. 

“The problem was exclusively 
with the transmission lines,” Ener- 
gy Minister Edison Lobao said. 

The blackout cut electricity to 18 
of 27 Brazilian states and left them 


without power for up to four hours 
Tuesday night. About 7 million 
people also lost water service. All 
of Paraguay briefly lost power. 

The massive Itaipu dam on 
the border with Paraguay — the 
world’s second-largest hydroelec- 
tric power producer — was com- 
pletely shut down for the first time 
in its 25-year history. 

In Brazil’s largest cities of 
Rio and Sao Paulo, people were 
trapped in elevators, stranded on 
commuter trains or stuck in swel- 
tering apartments during unusu- 
ally hot spring temperatures that 
have hit the 90s. 

“I wonder how this could have 
happened and am worried about 
what it does to Brazil’s image, 
especially with the World Cup and 
Olympics coming up,” said Wes- 
ley Aragao, a 24 -year-old sailor in 
Rio. “Nobody likes to be left in the

D.C. AIDS Funding at Risk 


HUD may cut federal 
dollars due to lack of 
oversight for program 

WASHINGTON | The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, worried about widespread 
lapses in oversight of the District’s 
AIDS program, is threatening to 
cut off $12,2 million in federal 
funding next year if the problems 
are not fixed. 

Assistant Secretary Mercedes 
Marquez said HUD will send a 
letter to the city this week stipu- 
lating that no new AIDS housing 
money will be awarded unless 
the D.C. Department of Health’s 
HIV/AIDS administration makes 
the changes that HUD has been 
demanding for years. 


Marquez also wrote last week 
to D.C. Mayor Adrian M, Fenty, a 
Democrat, saying she was “deeply

Report: Toxic Stew 
Brews in Potomac 


Group says pollutants 
alter development of 
fish in area waterway 

Pollutants that mimic natural 
hormones have created a “toxic 
stew” in the Potomac River, alter- 
ing the sexual development and 
the immune systems of fish, a 
local nonprofit group warned in 
a report Wednesday. 

In its third annual “State of the 
Nation’s River” report, the Poto- 
mac Conservancy focused on con- 
cerns first raised in 2003, when 
fish began dying in large numbers 
in Potomac tributaries such as the 
Shenandoah River. 

As scientists investigated those 
fish kills, they found that male 


bass around the Potomac water- 
shed were growing eggs. 

The report says it appears that 
chemicals — it’s still not certain 
which ones — in the water are 
interfering with the hormones 
that guide development in the 
fish. 

It said that potential suspects 
include animal hormones from 
manure, washing off farm fields in 
the rain, or human hormones and 
pharmaceuticals that are flushed 
out with treated sewage. 

The report said it’s also unclear 
what these chemicals mean for 
the health of people in the Wash- 
ington area, where the Potomac 
is the original source of much 
of the region’s tap water, david a.

TERPS MEN’S HOOPS I A year ago, 
Gary Williams took a small Mary- 
land team with only one senior to 
the second round of the NCAA 
tournament. 

Before he got there, the fiery 
coach endured a home loss to 
Morgan State, a 41-point thrash- 
ing at Duke and harsh criticism 
from columnists and fans for sup- 
posedly allowing the program to 
deteriorate since it won the nation- 
al championship in 2002. Come 
March, Williams was completely 
vindicated. 

“That was one of the most 
rewarding teams that I’ve ever 
coached,” he said recently. “What 
we did at the end of the year, in 
terms of our dedication to being 
good and our ability to bounce back 
from some tough things, was very 
gratifying to me.” 

This season, Williams has a 
totally different kind of team. 
Eight of the top nine players are 
back, including seniors Greivis 
Vasquez, Eric Hayes and Landon 
Milbourne. Just as important, 
6 -foot-10 freshman Jordan Wil- 
liams and 6-8 freshman James 
Padgett are expected to provide 
Maryland with a much-needed 
presence in the front court. 

Williams’ job this season is to 
make sure the Terrapins live up to 
high expectations by breaking into 
the Top 25 and moving deep into 
the NCAA tournament. 

“The one thing you learn in 
coaching is nothing’s automatic. 
Just because you return a lot of 
guys, that doesn’t mean we’re just 
going to walk out on the court 
and all those things are going to 
happen,” Williams said. “I have

in the draft. “It’s not about me. It’s 
about the whole team,” he said. “If 
we win games, my name’s going 
to be there.” 

A year ago, the Terrapins need- 
ed someone like Vasquez, who was 
brash enough not to back down 
at Duke, North Carolina or any- 
where else in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference. 

He intends to be a bit more 
under control this year, mainly 
because he won’t have to carry the 
team on his own.

Gold Glove 

Honor is first in his 
career, history of 
Nationals franchise 

N AT 1 0 N A LS I Nationals third base- 
man Ryan Zimmerman won the 
first Gold Glove award of his career 
and the first in the Nationals’ his- 
tory on Wednesday. 

Zimmerman led all NL third 
basemen with 459 total chances 
and 325 assists, and was a fixture 
of the “Web Gems” segment of 
ESPN’s “Baseball Tonight.” 

He also led all big-league third 
baseman with an 18.1 UZR, or ulti- 
mate zone rating — an advanced 
metric that measures the num- 
ber of runs a player saves or lets 
in, above or below an average 
player. 

“It’s a huge honor,” Zimmerman 
said on ESPN News. “ [The Gold 
Glove] is one of the biggest indi- 
vidual awards you could get.” 

The last player in franchise 
history to win a Gold Glove was 
shortstop Orlando Cabrera in 
2001, when the franchise was 
known as the Montreal Expos; 
the last (and only) Washington 
player to win a Gold Glove before 
Zimmerman was catcher Earl 
Battey for the I960 Senators.

REDSKINS I A season ago, safe- 
ty Chris Horton was one of the 
team’s biggest surprises, making 
the leap from the seventh round 
of the NFL Draft to the Redskins’ 
starting lineup.

Of the three words that may best 
describe the Wizards’ season to 
date, two are sound effects the bas- 
ketball makes when it ricochets off 
the rim.

England’s Gallows 
put the beatdown on 
the state of the world 

MUSIC I “Grey Britain” is a boot 
in the nads. There’s really no 
other way to describe the second 
album by Gallows, a snarling 
punk quintet from England who 
mix Motorhead-like riffs with a 
rage that’s born of working-class 
British bile. 

While the group’s first record, 
2006’s “Orchestra of Wolves,” was 
a rousing affair, mixing the spas- 
tic energy of Refused with the 
hard-rock romping of the Stooges, 


Gallows’ major-label debut, “Grey 
Britain,” is a collection of protest 
songs that are as polished as they 
are pissed. The record is crushing 
and catchy, with heavily tattooed 
singer Frank Carter declaring war 
with every spat word, as guitar- 
ists Laurent “Lags” Barnard and 
Carter’s younger brother, Steph, 
riff like Angus and Malcolm Young 
would if they played punk instead 
of metal boogie. 

“'Orchestra of Wolves’ was 
written on a very personal basis,” 
said Steph Carter. “All the songs 
were written about ... what’s going 
on with the band, whereas 'Grey 
Britain’ is a social commentary of

what’s going on around us. We’ve 
traveled the world; we’ve seen the 
world now in all its glory and all 
its disarray. ... The first [record], 
nobody had seen anything.” 

Gallows have been on the road 
virtually nonstop since “Grey Brit- 
ain” came out in May — which is 
why the rough-and-tumble Cart- 
er bros still live at home with 
mum. 

“Because of how much we’re on 
tour, it seems completely pointless 
for me to get my own place,” Steph 
said.

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White Denim write 
eclectic garage rock

MUSIC I White Denim drummer 
Josh Block can’t really describe the 
band’s recording process. He men- 
tions sonics and feels and struc- 
tures, but really, it’s not as serious 
as all that. Block insists. 

“It’s a lot of us giggling at ideas,” 
he admits. “Really, if we were, like, 
kind of laughing and having a good 
time and laughing at a few ideas, 
we kind of roll with that.” 

And for the Texas band, there’s 
a lot of experimentation going on 
during all that chuckling — from 
garage rock to acid blues to jazz, 
the group dabbles in different 
genres both in and out of the stu- 
dio, Block said. 

Whether it’s on the band’s first 
EP, 2007’s self-released “Let’s Talk 
About It,” or its latest full-length, 
October’s “Fits,” the band — which 
performs Saturday at the Rock and 
Roll Hotel — has a way of throwing 
styles together in a seamless way 
that has publications like NME, 
the Guardian and the Indepen- 
dent crying perfection. 

But Block says the group, which 
was born out of two other bands 
in 2005, doesn’t really think about 
all those labels. Once Block, James 
Petralli and Lucas Anderson 
of previous band Parque Touch 
recruited Steve Terebecki of the 
band Peach Train at a show in Aus- 
tin four years ago (“We gave him 
a fake business card and told him 
to call us”), they continued Parque 
Touch as a foursome, with the pri- 
mary goal of doing whatever the 
hell they wanted. 

“We didn’t really have a chance 
to do rock ’n’ roll before this,” Block 
said. “I played a lot of jazz and pop 
and stuff in Dallas and wasn’t get- 
ting to play with too many rock 
bands, and I think the whole point 
of that band was to not give a f— .

That kind of attitude worked really 
well for the first six months, and 
we really just got completely ham- 
mered on the weekends. ... It wasn’t 
hard to come together conceptu- 
ally, because the concept was just 
to have a blast.” 

But after Anderson moved to 
Russia in 2006, the band decid- 
ed to keep going as a trio — and 


rename itself White Denim. 
“The worst thing we could come 
up with,” Block says. Since then, 
they’ve settled into a system that 
allows guitarist and lead singer 
Petralli to dream up ideas first 
and then come to the rest of the 
band for more input and guid- 
ance. And they never define the 
band as producing anything other 


than rock. 

“We don’t really have a home,” 
Block says of the group’s various 
musical influences and styles. 
“We’re into sonics, and I think 
that’s where we try to make a 
record cohesive — like, sonically 
and conceptually — and it kind of 
starts in how we want it to feel and 
how we want it to sound. Instead 


their “own feel to it” and usually 
ends up putting together three or 
four songs “that really glue together 
well,” Block explains. “It will kind of 
show us the direction we’re going, 
instead of us showing it, and the 
process snowballs from there.” 

But if you’re seeing White 
Denim at the Rock and Roll Hotel 
on Saturday with Brazos, don’t 
expect to hear Denim’s recorded 
material played exactly as you hear 
it on its albums. Block warns. 

“We won’t perform the record,” 
he says bluntly. “We perform the 
songs, but it’s basically two medleys, 
maybe three medleys, is the set. . . . 
We find the relative parts of a lot of 
our material, and then try to make 
them all make sense together.” 

And after the tour wraps up. 
White Denim is headed back to 
the studio and to the “constant 
demo-ing” that drives the band’s 
recording style — though it’s cur- 
rently bouncing around ideas 
and working on multiple EPs, it’s 
going to take a break to focus on a 
“really cohesive idea” of Petralli’s, 
Block says. 

Until then, though, the group is 
still taking side trips into various 
musical genres — and its T-shirts 
are no exception, roxana hadadi

of approaching it like, 'Let’s make 
a record that sounds like these 
guys and these guys,’ or, 1 really 
think ’60s surfing is ironic, let’s do 
a ’60s record’; we don’t do that.

LOCAL HEROES I Olivia Mancini 
and the Mates had what singer- 
rhythm guitarist Mancini calls 
“the fake CD-release party” over the 
summer, so Saturday night’s Black 
Cat gig is billed as “The Real Deal 
CD Release” for the quintet’s guitar 
and harmony-heavy “You Can See 
the Mountains From Here.” 

Her goal is “the big Mates fam- 
ily comes home to roost,” which 
means bringing sister Julia Man- 
cini and Ed Donohue down from 
New York for harmony vocals and 
lead guitar, respectively.

of humor. “Get Real Low” is an 
infectious slice of ’60s girl-group 
heaven with a “Twist and Shout” 
closing and a litany of advice for 
would-be indie rockers (“Start it 
in a basement/’Cause that’s where 
it might end.”) Mancini calls it “a 
cautionary tale, but it’s also about 
why you do it in the first place.” 

“Easy Way” is a rollicking con- 
versation about Mancini’s Type 
B personality; the song’s catchi- 
ness comes both from the “Sweet 
Jane”-ish riff it’s built upon as 


well as Mancini’s not going the 
easy “ode to slackerdom” route. 
Slackerdom isn’t the Mates’ M.O. 
anyway, as Mancini admits: “In 
lieu of a record label. I’m the per- 
son saying, 'OK, new recording 
every year!”’ 

And speaking of new material: 
“I’m trying to hold myself back at 
this show from introducing new 
songs, but we are hoping to get 
some kind of new recording out 
next summer.” 

Mancini’s sister and Donohue 
can record their parts for the next 
EP from New York, although she 
figures Julia will be “a little eas- 
ier to pin down, because she has 
to show up for family stuff” Plus, 
she can always invoke a higher 
authority: “Mom, my music career 
is suffering; Julia’s not pulling her 
weight!”

FILM I “Precious” is Lee Daniels’ 
film adaptation of the novel “Push,” 
which tells of a Harlem teen’s com- 
ing of age despite virtually impos- 
sible living conditions. The charac- 
ter (played by newcomer Gabourey 
Sidibe) is grimly overweight, has 
one child with Down S5mdrome and 
is carr3dng another. The father is her 
own father. She seeks alternative 
schooling at Each One Teach One, 
where she meets a teacher (Paula 
Patton) who helps her to believe in, 
and unlock, her potential. The film 
has been championed by Oprah 
Winfrey and Tyler Perry, but has 
also resonated across demograph- 
ics, due in no small part to shatter- 
ing performances by Mo’Nique, 
Sidibe and Patton, Express spoke 
with Daniels and Patton, 

What was your goal in directing 
“Precious”? 

DANIELS: I didn’t want to manipu- 


late the audience. I knew the audi- 
ence would expect that — the story 
is actually very manipulative. But 
“Precious” is so outrageous and 
so bold and in your face. ... We 
found humor, more character in 
that story. 

How did you do that? 

DANIELS: Einding the humor is 
where we’re not manipulated. 
We expect a maudlin lead char- 
acter, She finds out she has AIDS 
and next scene, she’s actually 
laughing about something else. 
She’s real. 

What inspired you to tell this 
story? 

DANIELS: My mother was like, 
“Something happened to you! Why 
can’t you make a movie like Tyler 
Perry? What did I do to you?” I 
made this movie for her, 

PATTON: I was inspired by my moth- 
er, She’s a retired high school teach- 
er in Los Angeles. My husband and 
I were at a party with Lee. And my 
husband, Robin [Thicke], read the 
script before I did and said, “You 


have to do this.” 

What’s the reaction been like? 
DANIELS: Tyler [Perry] saw it. He’d 
been a specific audience. So was 
Miss Maybelle from church. But 
with them comes a preconceived 
notion, I opened myself up and 
talked about my own life, my inse- 
curities. We don’t rehearse. At all. 
The words are magically executed. 
Before I yell action, we’re on the 
same syllable. We know each other 
so intimately. 

PATTON: The performances are 
just mind-blowing. It’s some of the 
best work I’ve ever seen, Gabourey 
Sidibe is brilliant. She changed the 
way she walked, the way she talk- 
ed. I wanted to be this character 
and interact with the other char- 
acters, not tackle an issue. 

This film breeds love. You will 
fall in love with Precious. You’ll 
look at your own life in a new way. 
It’s a love letter to our mothers and 
schoolteachers, our unsung heroes.

Two chefs bring their 
hope to merge Latin 
and Asian flavors to 
fruition with Masa 14 

SIDE PROJECTS I Many restau- 
rants are one person’s longtime 
dream, but Masa 14, which recent- 
ly opened just north of Logan 
Circle, is the combined effort of 
two chefs already known in D.C. 
Richard Sandoval of Zengo and 
Kaz Okochi of Kaz Sushi Bistro 
have teamed up to create a Latin- 
Asian, small-plates restaurant that 
fits in nicely with the influx of new 
eateries on 14th Street. 

“I’ve known Richard for a long 
time,” Okochi says of how the two 
decided to partner. “When he 
opened Zengo in Denver, I was a 
guest chef, and when he comes to 
D.C. he comes to my restaurant. 
We’ve been talking about doing 
something together for a long 
time, but since he’s been opening 
restaurants all over the world, we 
didn’t have a chance.” 

Okochi says that two more 
players soon factored into the 
picture. 

“At the same time, Latif [Guler], 
the owner of Jack’s Restaurant, 
who knows Ivan [Iricanin], the 
bar manager, had plans to open a 
restaurant and was tr 5 dng to find a 
location,” Okochi says. “Ivan used 
to work for Richard, and it all just 
kind of came together — Latif, 
Ivan, Richard and me.” 

Guler is the general manager, 
and Iricanin is the bar manager. 
Okochi and Sandoval are the exec- 
utive chefs, and they designed the 
menu together. Dishes are exe- 
cuted by chef de cuisine Antonio 
Burrell, who previously cooked at 
Commonwealth Gastropub. 

Okochi says that to find Burrell, 
he and Sandoval had to interview 
“quite a few candidates.” 

“We have this concept of Lat- 
in-Asian, and it’s not easy to find 
someone who has been cooking

this type of food — it’s not like 
French or Italian,” he says. “But 
the most important thing is a 
passion for food and somebody 
who has a good palate and com- 
mon sense.” 

To create the menu, Okochi 
and Sandoval “did a lot of tast- 
ing, and spent time in Zengo and 
in my restaurant,” Okochi says. 

“We spent a good amount of time 
discussing and trying and chang- 
ing and tweaking.” 

The menu is divided into hot 
and cold. Cold means sushi hand 
rolls such as a vegetarian wrap 
made with sweet tofu, pickled 
cucumber and basil, or salads 
and ceviche. Hot dishes include 
flatbreads with toppings like wild Masa 14 gets an “A” for presentation with 

mushrooms or Serrano ham and its delicately designed small plates.

cantaloupe, meat dishes such as 
pork belly al pastor tacos and sea- 
food items such as grilled baby 
octopus with chimichurri. 

Masa 14 has a large bar/lounge 
area — at 65 feet, it’s one of the 
longest bars in D.C. The drink 
menu features an extensive tequila 
list (along with create-your-own 
tequila flights), signature drinks 
like strawberry lemonade — made 
with vodka, fresh strawberry 
puree and lemon juice — along 
with sake, wine and beer. 

On a budget? Try Masa 14 dur- 
ing happy hour weekdays from 
5 to 7 p.m.

A I'm sorry to hear about your family's situation. There are options available for you, but you must remain proactive. 

Depending on your specific circumstances, you may be eligible for a deferment. If you qualify, a deferment will allow you to 
postpone your payments for a specific amount of time. Your servicer (the company you make your payments to) can tell you 
if you meet the eligibility criteria. Also, before postponing your payments, ask your servicer about alternate repayment plans 
that can reduce how much you pay each month. 

Based on your family's situation, you may be eligible for an economic hardship deferment. However, if you do not qualify, you 
should explore income-based repayment, which caps your monthly student loan payments at 1 5 percent of your discretionary 
income. 

Call your servicer for help figuring out which deferments or repayment plans work best for your situation. You can also learn 
more about all of your available options in the "Repaying Your Loan" section at www.amsa.com/bor. 

Please note: Postponing or reducing your student loan payments can extend the amount of time it will take to repay your 
loan — which can also increase the total amount of interest you will pay over the life of the loan.

M I N I S E R I E S I A man named Michael 
from New York wakes up in the des- 
ert, much to his surprise. 

Fortunately, apleasant-looking 
village is nearby. 

Unfortunately, Michael wants 
to get back to New York and finds 
he can’t. 

“That’s not possible,” the Village 
elder tells him. “There is no New 
York. There’s only the Village.” 

“I want out!” Michael says. 

“There is no out,” insists the 
leader. “There is only in.” 

So goes “The Prisoner,” a bril- 
liant six-hour, three-night rei- 
magining of the 1960s classic. It 
airs Sunday through Tuesday at 
8 p.m. on AMC. 

“The Prisoner” is a sometimes 
startling, always eye-popping 
meditation on freedom through 
the prism of mass thought control. 
Jim Caviezel stars as Michael, the 
addled detainee who finds that, on 
his arrival in the Village, he, like 
all the residents, is designated by 
a number. He is now Six. 

Ian McKellen is the charismat- 
ic, delicately despotic boss. Two. 
With a suave, creepy-reassuring 
manner, he lords over this realm 
with its daunting sinkholes, huge 
white beach ball and compliant, 
seemingly contented populace. 

“He’s running the Village with 
the best of motives,” declares 


McKellen, speaking of his char- 
acter, Two. 

But Two embodies, among 
other things, the drawbacks of 
capitalism, McKellen says. 

“Capitalism offers you free- 
dom, but far from giving people 
freedom, it enslaves them,” he 
says. “That’s part of the show’s 
message.” 

At 70, the British-born McKel- 
lan (who was knighted in 1991) is 
deemed one of the greatest actors 
working today. He has triumphed 
with Shakespeare in his long 
stage career, while his many films 
include “The Da Vinci Code,” the

“X-Men” adventures and the “Lord 
of the Rings” trilogy (and, ahead 
for him, a pair of “Hobbit” films 
back in his role as Gandalf). 

McKellen says he chooses a 
project based on whether it is 
something he would like to see 
himself. Another consideration: 
Can he learn an 5 Thing from doing 


the role? 

He accepted “The Prisoner,” 
he says, because screenwriter Bill 
Gallagher “wasn’t writing a fanta- 
sy; he was writing science fiction 
— something that might indeed 
happen, not something that could 
never happen. 

“I decided I wanted to do this 
before I read the final episode,” 
which, mercifully, clears up much 
of the mystery. 

“Once I found all the ques- 
tions,” says McKellen, “I just took 
it on trust that Bill would come 
up with some good answers.”

Jonathan Safran Foer 
pushes for thoughtful 
food choices in his 
first nonfiction book 

BOOK I Looking forward to your 
turkey dinner? Think twice. It’s 
time, argues Jonathan Safran Foer, 
to stop lying to ourselves. With all 
the studies on animal agriculture, 
pollution, toxic chemicals in facto- 
ry-farmed animals and exposes of 


the appalling cruelty to animals in 
that industry, he writes in “Eating 
Animals,” “We can’t plead igno- 
rance, only indifference. Those 
alive today are the generations 
that came to know better. We have 
the burden and the opportunity 
of living in the moment when the 
critique of factory farming broke 
into the popular consciousness. 
We are the ones of whom it will 
be fairly asked. What did you do 
when you learned the truth about

eating animals?”’ 

Foer, 32, in this, his first work 
of nonfiction, intrepidly joins the 
ranks of Michael Pollan and Eric 
Schlosser, inspired by fatherhood, 
the memory of his grandmother 
(who survived the Holocaust by 
scavenging her way to freedom) 
and something else. 

This something else is what 
made critics of Foer ’s fiction, the 
novels “Everything Is Illuminat- 
ed” (2002) and “Extremely Loud 


and Incredibly Close” (2005), fall 
over themselves to praise him. It is 
a kind of fearless modernity: one 
part “whatever,” one part descen- 
dant of Holocaust survivor (we’ve 
only got this one life, if that, to get 
things right) and one part soar- 
ingly beautiful, annoyingly enti- 
tled liberalism.
